Thought opened the Door to a great 
many more ; fome of which, Ireckon, may 
not be.improper here; if not to Inform how 
I {pent my Time in the Country, yet at leaft 
to Introduce what may come after, which 
may be ufefol in its Turn, and to Clofe the 
Subje& 1 ain upon, 

And firft J fhall tell you, I have made a 
great many Trading Odfervations, of which, 
tho’ you may hereatrer fee a larger Account, 
in the mean time you may take chefe in 
Hand. 

1. As Populous as we are;*there is mere 
Trade than People in moft Parts of this Na- 
tion ; and yet if there were more People, 
there would be more Trade. 

2. In the Middle of ail the Out-ery of 
the Scarcity of Money in England, every 
Body has fome, and moft People fome to 
fpare ; for Begging w one of she moft Cere 


tain Trades to Depend upon in the Né- 
tion. 

3. There’s a Vaft Quantity of Rich and 
Improveable Land Uncultivated, and ina 
manner Unoccupied in Englind ; from 
whence I Infer, we are able to Maintain a- 
bundance of People more than we have, 
notwithftanding all our Cry at the French 
Proteftants. 

4- In {pight of War and Difafter, Foreign 
Trade Thrives in many Places, and fome of 
our Sea-Poré Towns grow Rich Prodigt- 
oufly. 

5. Wherever a Part Thrives and grows 
Rich, it certainly Encreafes in Number of 
People; as is plain at Dublin, Briftol, 
Leverpool, White-baven, and feveral other 
Towns in England, that are now Thri- 
ving and Populous, and every Day En- 
crealing, in Building and Inhabitants 

t. As to Modern Affairs, I find the wholé 
Nation Unhappily Divided in this New Ma- 
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ficious Diftinétion, of High Church and 
Low Church, and the Divifion Unhappily 


and too Induftrioufly promoted by the High 


ie find this Divifton no where fo Indu- 
ftrioufly Fomented, nor fo Unhappily Con- 
tinued, as in thofe Towns which Choofe 
Members of Parliament; from whence I 
obferve; That Wholfome Laws have fume 
times fatal Confequences altogether Unfore- 
feen by thofe that made them, and impoffible 
to be prevented. 

The Frequency of Parliaments has, no 
doubt, been a great Happinefs to this Nati- 
on, and the Interruption of them was for- 
merly the principal Grievance which made 
room for all the Mifchiets prepared againft 
the Peoples Liberties, and therefore the 
Triennial Bill is Efleemed juftly a great Se- 
curity, both againft the Encroachments of 
Arbitrary Power, as alfo againft Corrupti- 
ons, Models, Penfions, and Fattions in the 
Houfe; but this Blefling has brought one 
Inconvenience along with it, viz> That the 
Certainty and Frequency of Eleétions, have 
made all our Burroughs in England the 
Scenes of Contention, Party Strife, and 
continual keeping up of Separate Interefts 
among the Inhabitants. 

If a Member is once Chofen for a Town, 
he is ever bulie by Agents, and Bouaties, 
to Cultivate and Preferve his Intereft 3 if a- 
nother has loft it, he is as bufie to Plant his 
Intereft, foas that it may grow againft the 
next Eledtion, which he knows muft be at 
fuch a Time: Thus the whole Interval of 
Three Years isa Time of Petty Praétice, 
and the Inhabitants are Treated with, Rail'd 
off,Frighted off,Wheadled off, or Bought off, 
all that time ; this keeps the Divifions alive, 
and {upports Parties that would Die of them- 
felves, and too often Frorogues our Peace, 
till ic has thruft it quite oue of Sight; and 
what Remedy to prefcribe for this Evil, I 
hardly know; while the Time of Eleétion is 
fo fhort, and foafcertained, it will for ever 
be fo, and yet I dase not fay, I would have 
it altered; the taking that Limitation off, 
would have other Pernicious Confequences 
equally Fatal to the Publick, and perhaps in 
its kind much worfe.
